25.—Con­

payrolls and in the volume of man­ 
ufacturing production during April 
and the first three weeks of May 
was reported Thursday by the fed­ 
eral reserve board.

The advance in manufacturing re­ 
flected increases in W i and steel, 
automobiles and meat packing. Ac­ 
tivity at wool and silk mills was con­ 
siderably reduced.

Production of 
crude 
petroleum 
continued to increase but there was 
more than a seasonal decline at the 
beginning of April in the mining of 
both anthracite 
and 
bituminous 
coal. 
During the first two weeks of May 
steel operations increased substan­ 
tially, but there was a decline in the 
third week. The output of automo­ 
biles decreased in May by a consid­ 
erable amount. 
The board’s combined index of 
industrial and mining production for 
April remained practically unchang­ 
ed at 85 percent of 
the 
1923-1925 
average. The output of mines was 
smaller in April than in March.

Colo. — The 
Third 
Flatiron, sheer pinnacle of granite 
j that reaches skyward for hundreds

“The average woman is by nature 
entirely opposed to detective work 
and we see in this choice a safe­

TOMATOES 
SET 
NOW 
WILL 
GROW BEST CROP YIELDS 
Tomatoes yield best on a 
well- 
drained loam soil, rich in organic 
m atter and with 
good 
moisture- 
holding capacity. Manure applied be­ 
fore plowing increases the soil fer­ 
tility and greatly improves the mois­ 
ture-holding capacity of the soil. 
This crop should not succeed it­ 
self on the same ground 
and 
it 
should not follow potatoes. Where 
tomatoes are grown outside the reg­ 
ular garden it is desirable to in ­ 
clude a leguminous crop in the ro­ 
tation. The soil should be plowed 
deeply and early enough to 
give 
sufficient time for the 
decay 
of 
coarse organic m atter. Follow with 
a disk or harrow before the plants 
are set. 
Profitable increases in yield are 
obtained under normal conditions 
from an application of as much as 
1,000 pounds of fertilizer, while 500 
pounds is the minimum amount to 
apply. A 4-12-4 fertilizer 
applied 
broadcast at the rate of 800 pounds 
an acre is recommended for medium 
or average soils. Superphosphate is 


1 the most im portant ingredient on 
| the heavier soils, especially where 
large amounts of manure have been 
applied or leguminous crops turned 
under. Small amounts of fertilizer 
usually give better results when ap­ 
plied in the row but must be mixed 
with the soil and not come in con­ 
tact with the plant roots. 
A good plant will be about eight 
inches tall with a 
stocky, 
pliable 
stem. The plant should be hardened 
sufficiently and have 
a 
purplish 
stem with dark green 
leaves. 
It 
should be free from disease and In­ 
sect injuries. 
From the middle of May to June 5 
Is the best planting period. Plant­ 
ings made after June 5 will result 
in lower yields and occasional crop 
failures. Careful handling 
of 
the 
plants is essential. The roots must 
not become dry or the tops wilted. 
The plants should be set deeply and 
firmly so that the roots are in mois­ 
tened soil. Late afternoon 
is 
the 
preferred time for 
transplanting. 
Space 3** by 4 feet or 4 by 4 feet. 
Early cultivation to prevent weed 
growth is recommended. The first 


cultivation may be rather deep but 
not close to the plants. Later culti­ 
vations should be shallow and often 
enough to prevent weed growth. Do 
not cultivate or 
weed 
when 
the 
plants are wet with dew or rain.

PLANT SOILING CROPS OR 
TEMPORARY PASTURE 
Most dairymen find it necessary 
to supplement their permanent pas­ 
ture during late summer with silage 
or soiling crops, and often the silo 
space is inadequate 
for 
summer 
feeding. 
A patch of soybeans sown the iat- 
ter part of May will be 
ready 
to 
start cutting by early August and 
is hard to be beat as a milk maker. 
Being very high in protein it fur­ 
nishes a well-balanced ration. Green 
corn is very low in 
protein, 
and 
while it helps to fill a cow it does 
not satisfy her. 
Soybeans should be inoculated un­ 
less previously grown on the same 
ground. They should be drilled shal­ 
low on a well-prepared seedbed, at 
the rate of 8 pects per acre, as soon 
as the weather and the ground are 
warm. An acre of good soil will feed 
10 cows for 3 or 4 weeks. Some farm ­ 
ers sow 12 or 15 pounds of Suden 
grass with 4 to 6 pecks of beans for 
soiling. This practice increases the 
total production but 
lowers 
the 
quality of the feed. 
Many busy farmers will not tie 
themselves up to the daily chore of 
cutting and feeding a soiling crop. 
Some of these have 
used 
Sudan 
grass pasture with great satisfaction. 
The seed is drilled or broadcast about 
June 1 on a well-prepared seedbed at 
the rate of 30 pounds or more per 
acre. High fertility is desirable for 
rapid and heavy growth. 
The crop grows best in warm wea­ 
ther. It will be 1*4 to 2 feet high 
and ready to pasture in about six 
weeks and will carry two or even 
three cows an acre, on good land, 
when once well started. Stock relish 
Sudan grass pasture and increases 
in milk production as high as 18 per

MUST MAKE SOIL 
ACID 
FOR 
MOUNTAIN PLANTS 
For foundation planting, naturali­ 
zation, or mass planting many of 
the native ericaceous plants may be 
used. Such plants 
as 
the 
Great 
Laurel (Rhododendron 
maximum) 
and the Mountain Laurel (Kalamla 
latifoha) seem to thrive much bet­ 
ter if planted in the springtime. 
These plants prefer an acid 
or 
sour soil. Other plants of the Eric- 
acae family likewise prefer acid soil. 
In order to satisfy this preference, 
it may be necessary to dig out the 
areas in which the plants are to be 
placed to a depth of 15 to 18 
or 
more inches and 
substitute 
such 
materials as pine or hemlock need­ 
les, tan bark, well-decomposed hard­ 
wood sawdust, peat moss, oak leaves, 
or pine and hemlock needles mixed 
with the native mountan soil where 
the plants originated. Maple leaves 
should not be used as they contain 
lime in small quantities, which is 
detrimental to the growth of these 
plants, Aluminum sulphate, at the 
rate of 8 to 12 ounces to the square 
yard of planting area, may be ap­ 
plied to the surface soil to acidify 
the soil. 
Owing to the 
fact 
that 
these 
plants have a shallow root system, 
the following planting instructions 
should be followed : 
1. Dig the holes larger and deeper 
than the clumps of earth surround­ 
ing the roots of the plants. 
2. Set the plants slightly deeper 
than they originally grew in their 
native habitat. 
3. Fill in soil thoroughly around 
the roots and firm well with tamper 
or with feet. If ball of earth is en­ 
closed In burlap, this 
should 
be 
loosened, rolled back,to base of plant 
or entirely cut off. 
4. Water well and allow to settle 
before filling in with original soil 
to level of surface of planting bed. 
5. Mulch plants to depth of 3 or 4 
inches with materials 
mentioned 
above. 
6. Plants should be watered thor­ 
oughly once a week during dry wea­ 
ther. Never sprinkle as this cause.* 
the fine feeding roots to creep close 
to the surface and become dried 
out. 
7. In late fall water the planting 
areas thoroughly in order that the 
plants may go into winter with the 
ground thoroughly soaked. 
8. As soon as plants have bloomed, 
the dead blossoms should be remov­ 
ed. Do not allow seed to form as this 
causes the plants to lose vigor. 
As 
a 
fertilizer 
for 
ericaceous 
plants, one of the leading experi­ 
ment stations 
has 
recommended 
that the following formula should 
be used: one part by weight of sul­ 
phate of potash, two parts by weight 
of either bonemeal or superphos­ 
phate, and five parts by weight of 
cottonseed meal. This fertilizer can 
be applied at the rate of 2^4 to 3 
pounds for 100 square feet of plant­ 
ing area in the spring.

The Governor 
Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why

There are two seasons of the year 
which to me are more 
beautiful 
than all others, and I suppose to 
you also—the Spring and the Fall. 
Which is the more beautiful, I 
don’t know. 
In the Spring it is 
the Spring. 
In the Fall I change 
my mind. Either or both are enough 
to make anyone with the least ap­ 
preciation of the 
great 
outdoors 
thank God and rejoice. 
Yesterday I did what I had been 
longing to do ever since the 15th 
of April, on which date I did in 
fact go fishing but caught nothing 
but the chance to be outdoors. Yes­ 
terday my catch was nothing to brag 
about, but it was enough to keep 
me happy and contended, even if 
my boy Giff had not beaten his 
Dad. 
But the beauty of the woods 
and the stream were beyond des­ 
cription. 
The young leaves were partly out 
on some trees, almost entirely out 
on others; the meadows were green 
and fresh; the air was neither too 
warm nor too cold; and the stream 
itself, after last 
Tuesday's 
rain, 
though still too high for good fly 
fishing, was almost completely clear 
again. 
I have seldom enjoyed my­ 
self more completely. 
I took my time, using the dry fly 
and the debarbed hook not only be­ 
cause that helps to keep the fishing 
good, but also because that is the 
way I get most fun out of 
trout 
fishinging. 
Time was when I lost all interest 
in a trout as soon as he was landed. 
My capture just made one more 
fish in the creel—added another 
unit to my score. 
But today I have another and a 
greater interest in the trout th at is 
floating on its »side near my feet 
ready to be landed. 
In the first 
place, how big is he? 
If he is leas 
than eight inches long I make it a 
rule to let him go, and this is how 
I do it. 
In my pocket is a little pair 
of 
sharp-nosed pliers. 
With them I 
seize the hook, being careful not to 
touch the trout with my 
hands. 
Then I turn the debarbed hook point 
down. 
There being no barb to hold 
him, the fish slides easily off the 
point back into the water, none the 
worse for his adventure. 
Indeed 
I have done nothing but give him a 
little healthy exercise. 
But if the trout is over eight in­ 
ches—and I can measure him al­ 
most as accurately by eye as I could 
with a tape—I reach my left hand 
down into the water, slide it up over 
his tail until my thumb and fore­ 
finger are just below his gills, and 
gently close my grip 
upon 
him. 
Then thrusting my rod under my 


armpit I take my jacknife out of 
my pocket and. without opening it. 
strike my trout two or three sharp 
blows on the back just behind the 
head 
A quiver, and that particular fish 
has fulfilled its destiny. 
I hate 
to have a live trout flopping in the 
basket and gasping his life 
away 
when it Ls so easy and takes but a 
few seconds to put him out of his 
misery. 
It is a curious thing how. once you 
have begun to turn trout back into 
the water, the habit grows on you. 
I think it is no exaggeration to say 
that I get as much pleasure out of 
putting a fine trout back into the 
water to swim and live and fight 
again another day as I do out of 
bringing him home. 
I love to eat 
trout but I love to catch them far 
more. 
The fight a trout can put up. and 
therefore his real size to the iisher- 
man, depends on the weight of your 
rod and the fineness of your tackle. 
While it is perfectly true that after 
a trout has been landed his size is 
a m atter you can measure absolute­ 
ly in inches and 
his 
weight 
in 
ounces, after you have hooked him 
and before you have landed him. the 
test of his size, measured by the 
thrill he can give you, depends on 


something besides mere measure­ 
ments. 
Last summer I had a fight with a 
trout that lasted over an hour. The 
reason that my rod weighed only an 
ounce and three-quarters. 
It may 
be that today I could land the same 
trout on the same rod ii. very much 
less than half the time, for I know- 
more about it. 
But what a thrill! 
I shall remember that fight all 
my life. 
With a heavier rod such 
as we used to fish with when I was 
a boy that trout would have been 
merely one of a number over one 
pound and less than two that 
I 
happened to take. 
As it is. none of

NEW DEAL SPONSORS NURSERY SCHOOLS FOR TOTS OF POOR FAMILIES 


The New Deal has taken to itself 
the task of seeing that little chil­ 
dren of families who are on the 
relief lists are not handicapped 
by m alnutrition because of the 
depression, and has established 
nursery schools for children of 
pre-school age. 
This work was 
announced in October, 1933, by 
H arry L. Hopkins, in charge of 
Federal 
Emergency 
Relief ad­ 
ministration and himself a fa­ 
ther of one small child. In so do­ 
ing work was also provided for 
unemployed teachers. 
Nutritious 
and well-balanced meals are pro­ 
vided. 


Through the Federal Emergency 
Relief administration, the govern­ 
ment pays the teachers’ salaries 
and a portion of the cost of the 
materials. In Cleveland there are 
five such schools, one entirely de­ 
voted to colored children.
